AUTHORIZING GRANT APPLICATION TO THE ADIRONDACK HEALTH INSTITUTE TO

PROVIDE REIMBURSEMENT FOR HEALTH CARE RELATED TRAINING COSTS FOR

THE EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING ADMINISTRATION

WHEREAS, Warren County Employment and Training Administration has been given the

opportunity to submit an application to the Adirondack Health Institute for grant funding to provide

reimbursement for health care related training costs, and

WHEREAS, this initiative will support workforce recruitment and retention, and expand training

activities in the health care field, and 

WHEREAS, the Health, Human and Social Services Committee has approved this request, now,

therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, that the Warren County Board of Supervisors hereby authorizes and directs the

Director of the Employment and Training Administration to execute a grant application to the Adirondack

Health Institute, 101 Ridge Street, Glens Falls, New York, 12801, for grant funding to provide

reimbursement for health care related training costs,  in an amount not to exceed Thirty Thousand Seven

Hundred Sixteen Dollars ($30,716) and which requires no County matching funds, for a term commencing

December 1, 2016 and terminating March 31, 2017, in a form approved by the County Attorney, and be it

further

RESOLVED, that upon notification and receipt of the grant funding, the Director of the Employment

and Training Administration and/or the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors be, and hereby is, authorized

and directed to execute any and all grant documents on behalf of the County of Warren with the Adirondack

Health Institute. 
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
